Slayings Terrorize County 


FRANKLIN. Mich. (AP) - 


Spurred by the discovery of the 
body of a 10-year-old Berkley 
girl who had been missing for 
almost three weeks, a special 
Ink tare las swung into action 
lo probe a year-long string of 
disappearances tot deaths tn 
southern Oakland County. 


The frozen body at Kristine 


Mihelich Ms found covered 
with snow in a ditch alongside a 
secluded residential road here 
Friday. A JS-year-otd mailman 
discovered the corpse as he 
drove his route. 


"I saw a hand," said mailman 


Jerry Wozny. "It scared the hell 
out of me." Wozny brought 
police to the scene. 


The girl's stepfather, Tom 


Ashcroft, identified the body 
Friday night, and an autopsy

Congress Already 


On Its Guard 


WASHINGTON - President 
Jimm y Carter may be in for 
more trouble from Congress 
than he realizes. 


Even from his friends — and 
most 
certainly 
from 
the 
Democratic majority. 


A Senate-ordered study utiliz­ 
ing 
national 
talent 
and 
completed two months after Mr. 
Carter's election warns that the 
Senate 
(and 
House) 
must 
prepare now for new presiden­ 
tial moves to weaken Congress’ 
role and to strengthgn the power 
of the White House, the execu­ 
tive departments and agencies. 


Although 
Mr. 
Carter 
is 
nowhere named in the report, of 
course, and although the study 
most certainly was not aimed at 
him personally, it was known at 
the time of the report that he 
would be president. And no 
caveats were added. Interes­ 
tingly, a prominent member of 
the 11-m an‘ commission was 
Juanita M. Kreps, selected by 
Mr. Carter to be secretary of 
Commerce. 


The study advises the Senate 
in no uncertain term s not to 
, relax because of Congress’ suc­ 
cess 
in 
its 
contest 
with 
President Nixon (Mr. Nixon is 
referred to but not named). 


That presidential attempt, the 
Commission said, “ threatened 
to 
upset 
the 
constitutional 
separation of powers.” 


The study warns that the fu­ 
ture holds more challenges in 
one form or another, regardless 
of who is in the White House. 
“The growing interdependence 
of the United States and the rest 
of the world,” for one, “seems 
likely to enhance executive 
power .. 


What the Senate must do to 
hold to the initiative gained in 
the Watergate case in keeping 
the president and his associates 
in 
check, 
the 
Commission 
members say, calls for a strong 
increase in the time and effort 
Senate committees devote to 
checking on what the President 
and his agencies are doing, it 
means, too, the creation of some 
more rigorous system for hold­ 


ing the president himself and 
members 
of 
the 
executive 
branch strictly accountable for 
the way in which they carry out 
the laws voted by Congress. 


There have been moves along 
these lines for some time now, 
sparked first by Vietnam and 
Watergate and spurred on by 
the 
investigations 
into 
in­ 
telligence operations. That is, 
Congress has been working it­ 
self up for months to extend its 
fight with the president, any 
president, over the constitu­ 
tional division of powers — with 
sizable numbers of both Senate 
and House members being con­ 
vinced that a long succession of 
presidents has stolen chunks of 
their authority in both foreign 
and domestic affairs. 


And in some respects they are 
correct. Presidents have not 
carried out laws, or spent 
monies voted by Congress. They 
have acted without congres­ 
sional okays at home and 
abroad. They have, in too many 
cases, relied on presidential 
agreements, some secret, which 
required no congressional ra­ 
tification, instead of treaties 
which must be passed on by the 
Senate-. They have, by their ac­ 
tions, dommited the United 
States to such an extent on some 
occasions that Congress was 
presented with a fait accompli 
— with no choice except but to 
go along or invite disaster for 
this country. 


It seems likely, judging by his 
relations with the legislature 
when governor of Georgia, that 
Mr. Carter will not react kindly 
to 
persistent 
congressional 
challenges to his authority and 
to the powers exercised by 
presidents over the past half 
century 
or 
so, 
including 
Franklin 
Roosevelt, 
Harry 
Truman, John Kennedy, Lyndon 
Johnson, of his own party, as 
well as Dwight Eisenhower, 
Richard Nixon and Gerald Ford. 


For by all accounts, Mr. 
Carter feels strongly about the 
authority and the role of the 
presidency. He is likely to 
regard any challenge as basely 
motivated.

Gerald Ford’s virtues as our 
38th president were genuine, 
they are now being widely 
recalled, and to the best of his 
ability he served his country 
well. 


He did not ask to be thrust 
into the role history prepared 
for him, but everyone is aware 
of his accomplishments. 


Both the Johnson and Nixon 
presidencies were in different 
ways abnormal, an abnormality 
rooted in the revolutionary ten­ 
sions of the age as well as in the 
personal peculiarities of the two 
men themselves. 


Whatever else may be said 
about Ford, everyone recog­ 
nized him to be completely 
sane, a stable and moderate 
personality. 


Lyndon .Johnson was gargan­ 
tuan, an exaggerated figure, but 
also deeply insecure and dis­ 
trustful. Nixon resembled John 
Dryden’s portrait of Shaftes­ 
bury. 
“ A 
daring 
pilot 
in 
extremity,” he would ‘‘steer too 
near the sands to boast his wit.” 
The-result: shipwreck. 


After Johnson and Nixon, a 
“ return to normalcy’’ was more 
than 
welcome, 
and 
Ford 
provided it. 


Ford’s economic team, head­ 
ed by Nixon appointees William 
Simon, Alan Greenspan, and 
Arthur Burns, may have been 
the ablest in the modern history 
of the presidency, and Ford had 
the good sense and the political 
courage to follow their advice 
and avoid the grosser fiscal 
follies urged by his critics. 
These economists will certainly 
be missed, though even now 
there 
are 
indications 
that 
Jimmy Carter as president will 
pursue a much more moderate 
economic course than his cam­ 
paign seemed to promise. 


Gerald Ford’s limitations, 
however, were in some ways 
related to his very virtues. 


In no respect did Ford ever 
seem to break out of conven­ 
tional Chamber of Commerce 
conservatism. He made no con­ 


certed effort to appeal to those 
millions of voters ready to 
desert the Democratic Party 
because of their fundamental 
distrust of liberalism. 


Did it ever occur to Ford that 
he might appoint an Italian 
judge to the Supreme Court? I 
doubt it. 


I have nothing at all against 
Bob Dole, and consider him to 
have been unfairly maligned 
during the campaign, but Anne 
Armstrong would have added 
much more to the ticket. 


Adventurousness of that sort 
lay completely outside the range 
of 
Ford’s 
conventional 
Republicanism, and in the end 
that conventional Republican 
identity defeated him. 


The Big Business image, of 
course, is the Republican alba­ 
tross — but it did not occur to 
Ford to try to do Something 
about it. All those.photographs 
of Ford in Vail, Palm Springs, 
and at Burning Tree were by no 
means a plus. 


While 
Ford 
and 
the 
Republicans were running down 
the familiar old track, Jimm y 
Carter 
was 
handing 
the 
Democrats a totally undeserved 
bonanza. Imagine: the party 
that 
nominated 
George 
McGovern now had a Southern 
base! Carter thus demonstrated 
a good deal of strategic daring, 
and it carried the day for him. 


For all his genuine decency, 
Ford did not possess or com­ 
municate a sense of possibility 
— exactly what the Republicans 
need, even as a drowning man 
craves oxygen. 


Possibility 
for 
the 
Republicans does not reside in 
Palm Springs or the corporate 
board rooms, much less in the 
liberal enclaves, but out in the 
middling suburbs, at the ends of 
the subway and,-bus lines, 
among 
ordinary 
working 
Americans. 


The great question now is 
whether the Republicans have 
learned that truth and can act 
on it.

PRESIDENTS IMPLORE SO HELP ME GOD9 


Bible Centerpiece Of Inaugural Ritual

The trappings of a presiden­ 
tial 
inauguration 
symbolize 
qualities of the United States 
that led the late U.S. Senate 
chaplain Peter Marshall to call 
it a "covenant” nation. 


That term, “ covenant,” in its 
original Biblical sense, means a 
compact 
between 
God 
and 
people in which God promises 
guidance in justice and right 
while the people, in turn, are 
obligated to pursue those ideals 
in community life. 


“ So help me God,” 
the 
presidents down through the 
years have implored at the 
conclusion of their oath of office ‘ 
to uphold the nation’s purposes. 
The phrase implies that sense of 
duty to a higher superinten­ 
dence. 


As the centerpiece of that na­ 
tional ritual, threaded with 
prayer, rededication and lofty 
aspirations, presidents tradi­ 
tionally have used the great, ol­ 
dest book of God’s dealing with 
humanity — the Bible. 


In recent times, they’ve added 
a personal touch to the occasion 
by providing cherished, old 
family Bibles for their swear­ 
ing-in. 


For President Jimmy Carter 
Thursday, the book was an 
aged, but well-preserved family 
Bible that had been handed 
down through his mother’s line 
of ancestors for 150 years. 


Vice President Walter F. 
Mondale took the oath on a pul­ 
pit Bible that his father, a 
Methodist minister, had used in

Use of family Bibles has torn 
common since then, but not 
uniform. Franklin 1). Roosevelt 
used a Dutch family Bible in 
1933. Harry S. Truman in 1949 
list'd two Bibles — Inith of them 
long-time family possessions. 


Varying from that 20th cen­ 
tury custom, however, Dwight 
I). Eisenhower in 1953 used the 
same Bible, nearly two cen­

old, 
that 
the 
first 


president had used when he took 
the oath of office in 1789 
In Washington's case, after 
taking the oath, he bent over 
and kissed the book 
On the flyleaf of the Bible on 
which Thomas Jefferson took 
the oath in 1X01. he recorded in 
small handwriting a page-long 
list of his favorite Scripture 
texts. 


Generally, the Bibles used 


have been the Kin« James 
translation of ltill, the main 
Protestant Version until reeent 
times. The first inaugural use of 
the 
long-prevalent 
Catholic 
translation. the Douay Version 
of 1582, was by John F. Kennedy 
in 19H1 


Lyndon B. Johnson, who suc- 
ceederf the assassinated Ken­ 
nedy, had bis wife, Lady Bird, 
hold the Bible at his oath-takmg 


ceremony. 


Through the country’s his­ 
tory. the only recorded instance 
in which a president did not use 
¿i Bible for the ceremony was in 
the case of John Quincy Adams 
in 
1825. 
Although 
a 
Bible 
scholar himself, his diary notes 
that he took the oath on “ a 
volume of the laws held up to 
me by John Marshall.” then the

Dr .Adams, a veteran of four 
years in Alaska studying the 
cold injuries and the effects of 
cold 
on 
body 
temperature 
regulation, says that the real 
villain of winter air is its 
dryness. 


“ If you really try to rapidly 
inhale a large amount of cold 
air," Dr. Adams said, “ your 
body has a defense mechanism 
— a gag reflex triggered by the 
combination of cold and dryness 
that simply stops you in mid­ 
breath.” 


“ Michigan nose,” the com­ 
mon bloody nose that stays with 
many people for the duration of 
w inter, is the result of breathing 
air that is too dry,” Dr. Adams 
added. 


“ Dryness can produce irrita­ 
tion that might lead to the in­ 
vasion of tissues by disease- 
causing micro organisms.” 
Some physicians, he said, 
believe that upper respiratory 
infections are more common 
during winter. 


A good way to protect yourself 
against the dry cold air. advises 
Dr. Adams, is to wrap a scarf 
around your nose and to wear a 
coat with a “ snorkle” hood. 


“ Both these simple devices,” 
he explained, “ force you to 
rebreathe a little of the air you 
exhaled — air that is richer in 
moisture and warmer than 
fresh air.” 


Nose and throat problems 
aside, cold can cause serious 
injury to other parts of the body 
and the recent severe weather is 
probably 
giving 
doctors 
a 
frequent look at frostbite and 
frostnip. Dr. Adams noted. 


He 
recently 
presented 
a 
special seminar on cold injury 
to emergency room residents at 
Ingham Medical Center. 


The first thing to do with 
frostbite, he said, is forget 
about the old home remedy of 
rubbing with snow. 


Rubbing makes the problem 
worse by adding mechanical 


damage to the frozen tissues, he 
said. 


“ Thawing under mild condi­ 
tions, not extreme heat,” he 
said, “ is the best way to begin 
treatment, but this should al­ 
ways be done under a doctor’s 
supervision, if possible.” 


Even if a freezing injury ap­ 
pears to be getting better. Dr. 
Adams said, a doctor should be 
consulted because proper an­ 
tiseptic treatment and exercise 
can 
prevent 
secondary 
problems and speed recovery. 


The best way to stay comfor­ 
table and to avoid problems 
with cold weather, is to forget 
what fashion designers are 
telling us and dress sensibly. 


“ Several layers of loose fit­ 
ting clothing that do not restrict 
circulation are the best you can 
wear,” he said. 


Though hats are not con­ 
sidered fashionable in many 
circles they can go a long way 
toward keeping you warm. 


At five degrees Fahrenheit, he 
explained, the bare head of an 
otherwise well-dressed person, 
can account for as much as 75 
per cent of the total amount of 
all body heat lost. 


Too much clothing is often as 
bad as too little. 


“ Many people seem to fear 
the cold,” he said, “ and tend to 
overdress themselves and their 
children.” 


If that happens, perspiration 
occurs which destroys the in­ 
sulating value of the clothing. 
Then, because they are feeling 
colder, the overdressed in­ 
dividual 
compounds 
the 
problem by putting on more 
clothing. 


Sweaty feet are a particularly 
annoying cold weather problem 
for many people. 


About the only thing you can 
do about it, Dr. Adams said, is 
change socks several times a 
day and wear boots with ab­ 
sorptive felt liners which can 
also be changed as they get wet.

The new Cordoba covertibles 
in Kuntz' showroom are cus­ 
tom-made in Largo, Fla., by 
Mark Doyne, who grew fond of 
hand-built cars during his years 
as a foreign-car dealer in Min­ 
neapolis.

1 could see a whale of a 
market < for hand-built conver­ 
tibles) il anybody could afford 
the price.” Doyne said in a 
telephone interview. “ It’s not-a 
poor man's market. Anythin« 
you do in customizing almost 
doubles the cost of the car.”

(AP) — Two sheriff’s deputies have traded 
their squad cars for a pair of snowmobiles, helping people in 
trouble on frozen lakes and wooded trails and nabbing an oc­ 
casional snow speeder. 


Richard Fenske and Robert Pavey of the Dane County 
sheriff s office will be moving back into autos in the spring, but 
for now they’re enjoying their snowy patrol — despite the cold 
temperatures and bitter winds that surround them on the job. 
“It's not easy when you're out there writing a citation in the 
middle of a blizzard," Pavey said. “When you’re on the road 
you’ve always got your car and some place to do your paper­ 
work.” 


Fenske, 40, and Pavey, 36, cruise the county’s hundreds of 
miles of lake and trail country much as other deputies patrol 
roadways. 


Their snowmobiles are equipped with flashing red lights, and 
“ we’re getting sirens pretty soon,” Fenske said. 


The two officers said they’re sometimes so bundled up in 
bulky clothing, masks and helmets that their appearance 
prompts mirth among fellow officers. And they worry that all 
their thermal wear could give them trouble retrieving weapons 
from underneath. Fenske said he and his partner work as ‘‘a 
law enforcement patrol and a safety patrol.” 


They have ticketed snowmobilers for such violations as not 
being certified, having an unregistered machine, reckless 
driving and passing too close to pedestrians. 


“We don’t hesitate to write citations, but we like to treat the

The common nail is actually a 


special type of Easterner. It has

Nails come 
in standard 


lengths usually designated by 
penny size. The term penny is

designate the number of nails of 
a given size sold tor a penny 
—thus, a pennyweight. A 2

Marie waiting for the boom to be repaired. “ At this time 
we do not have an estimate as to when repairs will be completed so 
the four ships can pass through and close the winter season,” a 
Girps of Engineers spokesman said late Friday. He said warming 
temperatures in the St. Marys River caused ice to break away 
from the shoreline and move toward the long log-and-cable booms 
used to keep the narrow river channel clear. A portion of the boom 
on the mainland side broke loose and one cable-sank to the river 
bottom.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Na­ 
tions that manipulate the hor­ 
mones 
of 
their 
Olympic 
athletes, particularly women, 
could force the end of the 
Olympic Games by 1984, warns 
the head physician of the 1976 
U.S. Olympic Committee. 


“ Sex manipulation is now be- 
in« done and will be done,” 
sports physician Dr. John B. 
Anderson wrote in an article 
entitled "What Price Glory?” to 
be published Monday in “ Fron­ 
tiers,” the journal of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences of 
Philadelphia. 


Anderson, of Bowdin College 
in Brunswick, Maine, predicts 
that increasingly sophisticated 
sex-hormone manipulation to 
improve the performances of 
athletes from nations deter- 
mined to win medals at any cost 
will outstrip the effectiveness of 
testing techniques by the 1980 
Games in Moscow. 


Anderson wrote that female 


gymnasts from “ certain Eas­ 
tern 
Bloc countries" 
were 
rumored at the 1976 Montreal 
Games to have received injec­ 
tions of the male hormone tes­ 
tosterone during their develop­ 
ment. 


These injections, Anderson 
wrote, arrest growth and create 
“ a small, short, muscular, agile 
female who probably has a very 
definite advantage over her 
competitors. 


“ The advantage is due to the 
fact that she can turn and tum­ 
ble in a smaller radius and has 
more muscle development with 
which to do this,” he wrote of 
female gymnasts. 


Anderson said East German 
female swimmers at Montreal 
also were rumored to have 
taken hormone injections that 
allegedly contributed to “ a 
remarkable amount of lack of 
breast development for their 
age 
and 
size” 
and 
their 
"extremely deep voices." 


The physical appearance of 
the gymnasts would not change 
after testosterone treatments 
were stopped but its effects 
would be 75 per cent reversible 
in swimmers, according to An­ 
derson. 


He said he is concerned about 
rules governing the doping of 
athletes and adds, “ I cannot but 
wonder if we are creating a 
medical Olympic Games which 
will probably lead to their 
demise.” 


Anderson wrote that the hor­ 
monal 
techniques 
used 
to 
develop superior athletes have 
become increasingly sophis­ 
ticated between the 1972 and 
1976 Olympic Games. 


“ I think in 1980 it will become 
evident to the world in general 
and the athlete in particular 
that man has gone a bit too far 
in manipulating individuals and 
it would seem to this observer 
that 1984 will indeed come and 
without the Olympic Games,” 
he said.

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 
International Relations Com­ 
mittee of the NCAA, following 
two days of meetings, voiced a 
strong endorsement Friday to 
recommendations 
by

Commission

Olympic Sports on restructur­ 
ing the government of amateur 
athletics. 


“ Even those of us who have 
been In the business have found 
many portions of (the report) to 
be rather educational,” said 
Charles Neinas, commissioner 
ot the Big Eight Conference and 
chairman of the International 
Relations Committee. “ It’s a 
very comprehensive report. It 
has substance and merit." 


“ We feel this will improve the 
American Olympic effort," said 
an NCAA staff official. 


The International Relations 
Committee will pass its views to 
the NCAA Council, the or­ 
ganization’s 
policy 
making 
board. which next meets in 
April. 


The NCAA’s support of the 
commission's 
findings 
are 
crucial to their implementation 
since virtually all American 
athletes use NCAA facilities and 
are subject to NCAA rules from 
high scliool through college. 


The International Relations 
Committee’s opinion was an­ 
nounced at a news conference 
following two days of discus­ 
sions between the committee 


and reprsentatives of the com­ 
mission. 


The thrust of the report calls 
for a reorganization of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee and the 
creation of a central sports or­ 
ganization. Neinas said the 
NCAA was especially pleased 
that the commission recom­ 
mended that each sport would 
be governed only by those 
directly involved with it. 


The NCAA, after years of 
bickering with the USOC and 
the AAU, withdrew from the 
USOC in 1972. Neinas refused to 
say whether the NCAA might 
rejoin. 


The 
commission’s 
final 
recommendation calls for the 
creation of a central sports or- 
ganizatibn, which in effect 
would become the Olympic 
committee. 


“ But.” Neinas said, “ it allows 
the domestic programs to con­ 
tinue to be run by the domestic 
organizations and concentrates 
on the international sphere, 
including the Olympic Games.

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Orange 
Prices 
Going Up 


LAKELAND, Fla. (AP) - 
The price of orange juice, as 
well as that of fresh fruit, will 
be forced up by this week’s 
sub-freezing weather in Florida, 
industry officials say. 


Oranges that are frozen too 
badly to be shipped fresh can 
still be used for juice, but this 
week’s four days of sub-freezing 
weather will even cut into the 
juice supply, 
officials said 
Friday. 


The Florida Citrus Commis­ 
sion declared a 10-day embargo, 
starting Monday, on the ship­ 
ment and sale of citrus fruit to 
prevent spoiled fruit from being 
sent to market and to give the 
industry time to assess the 
damage. 


Dr. Lester Myers of the 
Florida Citrus Department went 
before the commission Friday 
to estim ate how much juice 
prices would go up. 


He said that if the freeze has 
destroyed 24 per cent of the 
orange crop, a six-ounce can of 
frozen orange juice concentrate 
could go to an average of 24.9 
cents. It would jum p to 27.8 
cents in a 32 per cent crop loss 
and 31 cents with a 40 per cent 
loss, he estimated. 


The freeze has affected, but 
not necessarily destroyed, about 
40 per cent of the crop, most 
sources say. 


Orange juice has been selling 
at 17 and 18 cents a can recently, 
but the department says that’s 
because of sales promotions and 
that 22 cents is a ‘‘more realis­ 
tic” base price. 


Most sources said it could be 
the middie of next week or later 
before accurate damage and 
price-adjustment assessm ents 
could be made. 


Meanwhile, inspectors from 
the state’s Fruit & Vegetable 
Inspection Service will test fruit 
from ail areas of more than 
850,000 acres of groves in the 
citrus belt. 


Before the freeze, the total 
Florida citrus crop for the year 
had been estimated at some 289 
million boxes. About 213 million 
of that was expected to be in 
oranges. And about 90 per cent 


One Bank Holding Company 
Seeks To Acquire Another 


DETROIT (AP) — Detroitbank Corp., holding company for Detroit Bank and Trust Co., has 
announced plans to acquire the holding company of the Muskegon area’s largest bank. At the 
same time, Detroitbank announced record high profits, assets and deposits as of Dec. 31,1978. 
Spokesmen for Detroitbank said it has reached agreement in principle to acquire Lake Shore 
Financial Corp., the holding company for Hackley Union National Bank & Trust Co. The deal 
would involve an exchange of securities valued at $20.5 million, with Lake Shore Financial 
shareholders receiving $23.40 principal amount of nine per cent unsecured convertible 
subordinated debentures of Detroitbank Corp. for each share of Lake Shore common stock. 
The debentures would mature in 15 years, and after 13 months could be converted into De­ 
troitbank Corp. Common stock at a price of $59.50 a share. There are 875,870 outstanding 
shares of Lake Shore.

“ I had worked for the bank 
since I was 17,” she told U.S.

Judge

Joiner. Of her boy friend she 
testified, “ I knew he could not 
get a loan ... he did not have any 
collateral or anything. ’’ 


Prosecution sources said the 
list of things she showered on 
her boy friend included: 


—A $100,000 interest-free loan 
to help him open a restaurant. 


—A $200,000 home in plush 
Bloomfield Hills. 


—A $85,000 boat, plus a Rolls 
Royce and Mercedes. 


—Vacation property on Torch 
Lake, north of Traverse City, 
valued at $137,000.

‘‘Actually $1.2 million is closer 
to what she embezzled during 
the years she worked there.’’ 


He said Mrs. Wattleworth told 
her friends, lawyers and fellow 
workers she was an indepen­ 
dently wealthy heiress, ac­ 
counting for the large amount of 
money she spent.

15 with the former bank execu­ 
tive facing a maximum of five 
years in prison and a $5,000 fine. 


Joiner asked, “What plans did 
you have to crawl out from 
under all this” ? 


“ None," she replied, “ I al­

Sylvester admits that he was rarely 
successful in getting through to pro­ 
ducers in the past, and success did not 
come easily. In fact, that it came at all 
is extraordinary. 


Bom 30 years ago in New York’s 
Hell’s Kitchen to an Italian immigrant 
father and an ex-showgirl mother, Syl­ 
vester was trouble from the start. By 
the age of two he was diagnosed as 
hyperkinetic. “I thought nothing of tak­ 
ing a crayon and going over someone’s 
entire living-room wall with it or com­ 
pletely dismantling a piano. I was lost 
in fantasies, fantasies, fantasies.” 


When he was five, the Stallone 
family moved first to Maryland, then to 
Philadelphia, where Sylvester spent the 
rest of his childhood and adolescence 
being a cutup in class, a bully after class, 
getting thrown out of one school after 
another and visiting a series of psychia­ 
trists.

She supported me no matter 
what I did. She is one of the world’s 
great eccentrics herself and was al­ 
ways trying out new things. She al­ 
lowed me to feel I could fail and still 
go on.” 


At 19 Sylvester decided he had to do 
something with himself. “I knew I 
wasn’t crazy, but I also knew something 
was wrong. I decided maybe it was 
what I was putting into my body. I 
started taking vitamins, and it helped.” 
To this day, Sylvester swigs down a 
mind-boggling array of vitamin supple­ 
ments. 


Straightening out his life also in­ 
cluded going to college. He enrolled at 
the University of Miami but found that 
still another disastrous experience. He 
dropped out and came to New York to 
try his luck as an actor, but the closest 
he got to an active role in the theater 
was a job as an usher at a movie house. 
He did come away from that job, 
though, with Sasha, a girl friend who 
believed in him, an actress who was 
working as an usherette. She is now 
his wife. 


Out of desperation Sylvester started 
to write. The words came easily, some­ 
thing he attributes—quite seriously— 
to having been a writer in a previous 
existence. “It’s going to sound crazy in 


print,” he admits, “but I do believe I 
have had other lives. I think I was guil­ 
lotined during the French Revolution. 
When I see a movie about a person 
being guillotined, I have the strangest 
feeling I know what it was like.” 


“Sly,” as he is called by friends, is 
also a passionate believer in astrology. 
“My kid is an astro-baby. My wife and 
I wanted our child bom under a specific 
sign. We went to the doctor and told 
him it had to be bom within the hour— 
the constellations were about to 
change. He said, ‘Impossible. She won’t 
be ready for at least 12 hours.’ But he 
didn’t know my wife. The baby was 
bom in 32 minutes flat. Fantastic!” 


It was through astrology, too, that his 
mother predicted his success as a 
writer.

nor wife really "wins” says marriage 
counselor Marcia Lasswell who, with 
Norman M. Lobsenz, has written No- 
Fault Marriage, The New Technique 
of Self-Counselling and What It Can 
Help You Do (Doubleday, 1976). To 
really win a marital fight, you both 
must abandon the idea of personal 
victory and concentrate on what 
exactly you’re fighting about and how 
it can be resolved. A phrase like 
“ Prove it!” in the midst of an argument 
inflames controversy rather than aims 
at a solution. Be especially careful of 
turning a small disagreement into a 
crisis say Lobsenz and Lasswell.

Dr. David Hartman: 
“Blindness put my life into focus” 
“Everyone is handicapped in some 
way. My blindness put my life into 
focus,” says Dr. David Hartman, the 
first blind person to graduate from 
an American medical school. Rejected 
by nine schools before being accepted at 
Temple University (Pa.), David stayed 
in the top fifth of his class from his first 
semester. Volunteers taped medical 
textbooks (700. hours of them) and 
exams. Instead of identifying slides 
from a microscope, David recognized 
them from an oral description. He per­ 
formed especially well in anatomical 
dissections because "a lot of surgery is 
done by touch.” After his internship and 
residency, Dr. Hartman will specialize 
in psychiatry and rehabilitative medi­ 
cine. In psychiatry, Hartman feels his 
blindness may turn out to be an asset. 
“Many people feel nervous when a psy­ 
chiatrist looks at them, as if somehow 
he has inside information which ex­ 
poses them. My * patients might feel 
more comfortable.”

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What Really Makes A Kid 
“Accident-Prone”? 


“Accident-proneness” in children is 
directly related to the amount of stress­ 
ful change in their lives, reports a Uni­ 
versity of Washington research team. 
In a five-month survey of 103 seventh- 
grade boys, those who had experienced 
a high number of such events as sus­ 
pension from school or a serious illness 
within the previous year had more than 
twice as many accidents as those with 
low life-change patterns. On the other 
hand, no relationship was demon­ 
strated between high risk-taking be­ 
havior and the number of accidents 
reported.

Most of these people are legitimate 
professionals, and may even have 
medical degrees, but in most states just 
about anybody can set up shop under 
one of these classifications with no spe­ 
cial training or qualifications. A person 
called a “psychologist” or “psychi­ 
atrist” must meet professional require­ 
ments: a psychologist holds a doctorate 
and has passed state licensing boards; 
a psychiatrist is a medical doctor who 
has also met specialty standards and 
passed state licensing boards. This 
and other helpful information come 
from the New York Consultation and 
Referral Service Inc., a mental-health 
service staffed by qualified psychia­ 
trists and psychologists.

As a result of growing concern by 
parents and professionals over the ef 
fects of television on youngsters, Ac 
tion for Children’s Television, a group 
made up of parents and educators, 
makes these suggestions: 

Find 
out what programs, if any, upset him 
Discuss ways TV characters could 
solve problems without violence. 
• Look at television with your child 
Watch the kind of TV behavior your 
child tries to imitate. Be sure to point 
out TV characters who care about 
others and TV women and men who 
are competent in a variety of jobs. 
• Choose programs with your child 
Try to improve children’s TV by writing 
a letter to a local station or a television 
network. Specify the number of shows 
your child can watch. And don’t hesi 
tate to turn off the set.

Your Dog's Intelligence 


Now there’s a 10-part dog intelligence 
test developed and published by school 
psychologist Cathy Coon, who once 
thought her dog was the dumbest in the 
world. Her three-year study of more 
than 100 dogs showed that most own 
ers had no accurate idea of the intelli 
gence of their pets. On a scale of 0 10 
—Very Dumb to Brilliant—the mean 
test score is 5.75. Purebred hounds 
scored highest, with a 7.63 average 
Toy poodles were worst, with 4 78 
Obedience-school dogs were no better 
than unschooled dogs. Mixed breeds 
were about as smart as pure breeds 
Neither male nor female dogs were sig 
nificantly smarter.
